of almost every house where there is 
a family of children. 
Of our health 
and that of our families, we of this 
pity are crim inally negligent. Stran­ 
gers and tourists, visiting Los Ange­ 
les, boldly affirm it the dirtiest city 
they have ever seen. 
W e get indig­ 
nant over the charge, but we cannot 
prove it false. 
We have hundreds of 
old water closets that generate poison 
enough every twenty-four hours to 
depopulate a small village. 
The mi­ 
asm that drips from the rotten sewers 
would breed a pestilence anywhere 
else. The m alaria that rises from the 
innumerable cesspools is enough to 
place the whole city under the doc­ 
tor’s care. A Health Officer has been 
appointed, and the Council will m ain­ 
tain him in the discharge of his duty. 
Let us hope that his work will be so 
thorough that we shall not again be 
compelled to revert to this most disa­ 
greeable subject.

But this slight troubling of the waters 
will soon subside, and we shall in a 
short time find the party firmly unit­ 
ed and moving toward the battle field 
with a firm resolve to add another 
Presidential victory to those already 
won. It is both unwise and danger­ 
ous on the part of the Democratic 
party to assume that they will have 
an easy race. Though not their best 
the Republicans have nominated good 
men. 
H a y e s and W h e e l e r form a 
strong ticket,and While we confidently 
expect to beat it we are equally confi­ 
dent the victory can only be won with 
good men and hard work. The Re­ 
publican candidates are without na­ 
tional record, and the history of Pres­ 
idential campaigns proves that no re­ 
cord is a good record. “ Who is J a m es 
K. P o lk ? ” was a common question 
when that gentleman was nominated, 
yet a few weeks later everybody could 
answer, “He is the President elect of 
the United States.” The people of 
Ohio can tell us all about H a y e s , and 
those of New York can tell of W h e e ­ 
l e r . They will tell us they are good 
citizens,who stand well with their fel 
low men.

When Indiana 
was called on the seventh ballot, W ill 
Cambock, chairman of the delegation 
withdrew the name of Morton. This 
move was made at a critical moment, 
when Blaiue had begun to improve 
and his nomination seemed iminent. 
The bulk of the Indiana votes were 
then thrown for Hayes. 
Kentucky 
followed Indiana’s lead and withdrew 
Bristow. New York withdrew Conk- 
ling and cast 61 votes for Haves. 
Pennsylvania withdrew Hartranft and 
divided her vote between Blaine and 
Hayes. Great exciteipent prevailed 
during these important movements, 
the opponents of Blaine justly cheer­ 
ing Hayes, stamped untii the end was 
reached. 
The success of the stratigi- 
cal move is due to Indiana; without 
her action in the very nick of time, 
Blaine, who was gaining as the ballot 
proceeded would have been nom ina­ 
ted. 
The nomination of a candidate for 
Vice President was then declared in 
order. 
On the first ballot W. A. 
Wheeler, of New York, was nomi­ 
nated. 
The following resolutions were ad­ 
opted. 
Resolved, That we present as our 
candidates for President and Vice 
President of the United States two dis 
tinguished statesmen of eminent abil­ 
ity and character, and conspicuously 
fitted for those two higli offices. 
We 
confidently appeal to the American 
people to entrust the administration 
of their public affairs to R. B. Hayes 
and W. A. Wheeler. 
The usual complimentary resolutions 
were passed and the convention then, 
amid much edthusiasm, adjourned 
sine die.

Letter from the Hedlth Officer. 


To t h e C i t i z e n s o f L o s A n g e l e s : 
—Being again charged with the du­ 
ties of Health Officer of this city, it Is 
required of me by the Common Coun­ 
cil, in view of the uuneeessary preva­ 
lence of disease in our midst, and the 
not improbable invasion of small pox, 
to remedy all mo’ able causes of di­ 
sease as early as possible. Heretofore 
in tbe discharge of these unpleasaut 
duties, 1 have, iu addition to sending 
a written or printed orders to sundry 
persons, to abate nuisances, called on 
many of them to explain the necessi­ 
ty of complying with tbe order, be­ 
cause the city was very insufficiently 
sewered and the- operations of the 
Heaith Office more imperfectly un­ 
derstood by our citizens. It is now 
no experiment,the ordiimncest’efining 
and governing the Health Office are a 
part of the revised ordinances and sta­ 
tutes of the city,reasonable in their re- 
quirements.easily obeyed and we hope 
that every citizen found upon inspec­ 
tion to be maintaining a nuisance up­ 
on his premises or property will at 
once repair on notification, dispose of 
it and not wait for an explanatory visit 
from tbe Health Officer. Owing to 
our perpetual warm weather and ab­ 
sence of strong winds miasm and in­ 
fectious emanations from decaying 
matters are rapidly generated and con­ 
stant care on the part of tbe people is 
required to maintain a healthy state 
of atmos’jhere iu the city. It is hoped 
all will give a hearty support to order 
and cleanliness about their premises 
and the efforts to make our beautiful 
city a true health resort, such as fame 
and song have published it. 
In a few days I shall have a full 
supply of fresh bovine virus for vac­ 
cination. when as is required by the 
ordinance passed August 6th 1874, I 
shall be able to vaccinate all who ap­ 
ply.
